chairman of the streets committee. 
opened his attack cm the adminis­ 
tration when be charged that "no 
progress has been made on the 
East End run improvement” and as­ 
serted that “someone in the City 
hall is suffering from a case of 
sleeping sickness.*’ 
He also called council’s attention 
to the uncompleted condition of 
Pennsylvania ave., and declared: 
"I cannot see $40,000 worth of 
value on that road.” 
8ays $8,291.02 Spent On Run 
In 
this 
connection 
Clerk G. 
Arthur Shone read a report from 
Auditor E. Allan McKeever in 
which he declared that $6,014.76 
bad been spent for labor and $2,- 
276.26 for material, a total of $8,- 
291.02 on the run improvement 
job. 
This, subtracted from the $10,400 
appropriated for the job, left a 
balance of $2,108.98 in the .fund, 
the auditor’s statement declared. 
“I don’t think much of that re­ 
port,” said Councilman Harry Wil­ 
ton. 
„ “We asked for an itemized report 
On the expenditures, not a state­ 
ment like that,” said Councilman 
William Ridge. 
Mr. McKeever today asserted 
that the figures which he furnished 
council were those requested by 
Council Clerk G. Arthur Shone In 
a letter dated July ll. The latter, 
according to Mr. McKeever, re­ 
quested “that you give to council a 
statement of the amount spent in 
the East End run improvement, for 
labor and materials, the amount of 
bills outstanding, abd the balance 
of this account at the present 
time.” 
"The statement which I submit­ 
ted to council gave the exact fig­ 
ures which were requested in the 
letter from their clerk,” Mr. Mc­ 
Keever said. “If additional figures 


are wanted I will furnish them 
upon request.” 
Councilman C u n n i nig h a m de­ 
clared that “no material had been 
used on the run job,” asserting the 
only expenditures thus far to have 
been for labor. 
'Cleaned Out Only,' Is Charge 
“The only thing that has been 
done on that job is a little deaning 
but at times to keep it from clog­ 
ging,” said Mr. Cunningham. ‘‘Coun­ 
cil asks that $10,400 worth of per­ 
manent work be done on that job.”

“THE JUST AND THE UNJUST,” 
by James Gould Cozzens.

AMES GOULD COZZENS* “The 
Ju st and the U njust” is the long­ 
est and the most complicated novel 
he has w ritten. It attem pts to do 
more than any of the others, and 
it succeeds. 
It has been chosen by a monthly 
book club, and therefore will have 
very wide distribution. But if this 
were not so, it may be doubted 
w hether the public would fling any 
huge amount of money into Mr. 
Cozzens’ pockets, for the novel is 
difficult reading. 
The author usee a very old de­ 
vice. that of a murder trial in 
progress. The trial is only the 
framework upon which Mr. Coz­ 
zens hangs 
a description of a 
whole town, and that is meant 
literally. There m ust be hundreds 
of characters, and each of theee. 
Im portant 
or 
otherwise, 
is 
de­ 
scribed down to the last shoelace. 
Since even the least Important 
people are th u s'minutely presented 
(even the court tipstaffs, the boy in 
the all-night lunchroom who ap­ 
pears only once, the proprietor of 
a roadhouse who also is seen one 
time only) the balance of the novel 
as a whole is precarious. The read­ 
er is constantly expending his en­ 
ergy in blind alleys. 
The next most difficult condi­ 
tion has to do with Mr. Cozzens 
and his charmed view of the law. 
He must have studied intensely, 
for a third of the book is a dis­ 
cussion of the law and its applica­ 
tion, sometimes its application to 
things 
completely 
outside 
the 
framework of the novel. 
Even after the book is done, 
there is a nine-page scene in which 
old Judge Coates analyzes certain 
legal m atters. 
Some other things might be men­ 
tioned chiefly the extreme dullness 
of the hero’s love affair. But the 
reader will find that out of the fog 
emerge beautifully clear pictures 
of Ab, the assistant district attor 
ney upon whom the book centers 
of Marty, the clever, cool, efficient 
district attorney; of the criminals 
themselves; of the two judges; of 
much of the town. 
He will know the town spiritually 
as well as physically, and he will 
have a changed and valuable con 
ceptlon of the law and its dlffi 
cnltles. 
Finally, he will respect the crafts­ 
manship of the author deeply, for 
even if there is much useless, even 
confusing, work in the book, it is 
all good work when viewed inde­ 
pendently. 
Mr. Cozzens just had a mild at­ 
tack of Thomas W olfishness.

T 'H I most bonored hero of this war is a level-eyed

To the extent that they are handicapped In their 
present lite and-death struggles by the inability of 
their allies to relieve them of a large share of the 
fighting burden, the Russians can explain the situa­ 
tion to themselves In terms of their Inability—or was 
It failure?—to relieve Fiance and Great Britain when 
they were fighting for their lives In KMAl.7/ 
This will not be acceptable, of course, to the 
friends of Russia, but It may have a slightly soothing 
effect on ordinary Americans who feel uncomfortable 
In the presence of demands for all-out assistance to 
the harassed Russians at once. 
They are anxious for their government to do every­ 
thin* possible, and they believe It Is. No recrimina­ 
tions for inability to do more are In order.

The Spalding* fellows, who manufacture the ball 
that is used in both the American and National 
leagues, ara out with a statement, duly Illustrated, 
denying the alleged deadness. They state that the 
ball is the same as it was a couple years ago and 
that tl$e war hee affected the construction of the old 
pill very little, lf any. 
We had this same beef up when I was a young 
squirt peering at the pastime from behind the press 
box screen years ago, only it was In a slightly differ­ 
ent form. The hitting became so profuse that it was 
charged that the baseball makers had doctored up 
the apple. It was asserted that they had given It some 
treatment corresponding In a general way to the 
little Jolt of stimulant that some horse trainers used 
to give their nags to make 'em smoke. 
T 
HE popular suspicion was that the ball producers 
had injected more rubber into the ball, to the 
end that players who ordinarily could not hit the 
slse of their caps, or 51. suddenly became veritable 
Goliaths with the hickories. The producers said this 
assertion wa* virtually libel. They gave out with 
statements something like one that has just come to 
hand to prove their case against the BWAA. 
In view of all the clamor then about the lively 
ball, it seems curious that the squawk now should 
be In reverse, with the dead ball the subject of the 
holler. I am not In a position to pass upon the nature 
of the current ball, but I am pretty sure the horse­ 
hide was gassed up when George Herman Babe Ruth 
popularized the homo run with the masses years 
back. The customers were breaking down the gates 
to see Ruth and the baseball magnates decided that 
lf one Ruth was pretty good a lot of Ruths would be 
perfect. 
The only answer was to put legs on the ball so It 
would travel farther when nudged by a bat. That 
necessitated the Insertion of more rubber, though 
for a time the magnates and the baseball makers 
wanted us to believe that it was all due to the 
advent of a new generation of baseball players all 
endowed with superior batting skill. 
A 
FE W privileges permitted the pitchers also 
were 
canceled, 
including 
what 
was 
called, 
vulgarly enough, the “spit” ball, which was a delivery 
that called for the application of salivary moisture 
to the ball 'ere letting 'er fly, the result being a 
peculiar break, or curve, that was difficult to hit. 
Every advantage was given the batter in the inter­ 
ests of the gate, and the science of the game of base­ 
ball began steadily deteriorating. 
It lost Its speed and Its strategy. All a man had 
to do when he got on the baselines was to wait until 
someone slugged a home run, which remains pretty 
much the general aspect of the game today. It is not 
aa Hast as it used to be and the players are more 
mechanical. I do not say they are not as good in the 
requirements of their type of game as the oldtimers. 
I merely say that their game is not as good. 
After Ruth, the profusion of home runs became 
something of a bore because no man could hit a 
home run with the flourish of Babe. Maybe the mag­ 
nates are trying to return the game to first prin­ 
ciples by de-naturalizing the ball to some extent. I 
believe the Spalding lads when they say there is no 
difference In the ball of today and two years ago but 
I also give the BWAA credit for being able to recog­ 
nize signs of rigor mortis in the old capsule.

U Annenberg—-Im rn igran t. new* 
boy, circulation genius, millionaire 
publisher—died Monday night. He 
was 64. 
His colorful career rivaled those 
of Ms one-time associates, William 
Bgstiolph Hearst and Arthur Brie* 
bane. Pneumonia, which developed 
after 
an 
operation, 
caused 
his 
death. 
publisher of the Philadelphia In 
quitter and bead of an extensive 
financial empire based on racing 
publications, Annenberg had been 
a patient here since his release 
on: parole June 3 from the federal 
penitentiary at Lewisburg, Pa. 
He had served 23 months of a 
three-year sentence for Income tax 
eviction In a case called the larg- 
e sfb f its kind‘on record and which 
obligated him to pay the govern­ 
ment $10,000,000. 
Annenberg was four years old 
when his father, an impoverished 
Russian farmer, came to this coun­ 
try in 1882 add settled in Chicago 
as a junk peddler. The boy had 
little formal schooling. 
Tho start of his meteoric rise 
to fame generally is counted from 
1904 when Hearst made him cir­ 
culation manager of the old Chi­ 
cago Examiner. 
Newspaper circulation was An- 
nenberg’s forte. It pyramided un­ 
der his touch and that made him 
a millionaire at 39. 
In 1918, Annenberg became cir 
equation manager for Brisbane's 
new paper in Milwaukee and when 
Brisbane sold it to Hearst Annen­ 
berg moved in ae circulation mana­ 
ger for toe entire Hearst system. 
About the same time, Annenberg 
went into the racing publications 
business. 
He bought the Inquirer in 1936 
for an estimated $15,000,000, went 
into Republican politics and fought 
the New Deal. 
When he was indicted on charges 
of -evading taxes, Annenberg. de- 
Mired he was a victim of politi­ 
cal persecution.

NKW ORLEANS, July l l —Meas 
production of the 70-ton Glenn L. 
Martin airliner “Mara" may be 
•tarted in the unfinished Higgins. 
Corp. shipyards, President Andrew 
Jackson Higgins, announced Mon­ 
day. 
Higgins said he will confer with 
President Roosevelt, the United 
States maritime comthieslon and 
Henry J. Kaiser, west coast “mir­ 
acle ship builder" who propoeed 
conversion of nine major shipyards 
to production of the huge flying 
boats to prevent "another Bataan". 
Higgins hopes to return from 
Washington with authority to start 
building the airliners on an assem­ 
bly line system—the same process 
he would have used to turn out 
nearly a ship a day. 
The maritime commission last 
Saturday 
canceled 
its 
contract 
with the corporation to build 200 
Liberty cargo vessels due to a 
rtlack of ateel". 
"I admit—it may be treason or it 
may have been common sense—" 
Higgins laid, "that the Liberty 
£lant was not designed solely for 
the production of the so-called 
‘ugly duckling' cargo vessels." 
Higgins revealed that the Lib­ 
erty plant, in addition to Its pro­ 
jected peak capacity of nearly a 
ship a day, would have been able 
at the same time to "take out 12

Local record dealers are receiv­ 
ing 500 and 600 pounds of old rec­ 
ords weekly in another phase of 
the all-out salvage for the war ef­ 
fort. 
The record stores pay 5 cents a 
pound, which averages about 2| 
cents per record. 
The records 
then are sent through the distribu­ 
tors to the manufacturers, who ex­ 
tract the shellac in the discs, and 
divert a certain percentage of the 
proceeds to underwriting the new 
refeords for army camps, naval sta­ 
tions, forts and marine bases here 
and overseas. 
The government, Us source of 
shellac cut off by the Japanese 
conquests in the Pacific, needs the 
preparation 
for coating shells— 
so the Axis will be shellacked ef­ 
fectively when their stolen loot is 
eturned in the thin film on the 
high explosive shells from Ameri­ 
can guns. 
The coating protects 
thd shell surfaces. 
One dealer estimates there are 
5U.OOO old records still to be sal­ 
vaged from the city’s ’attics and 
cellars and urged an immediate ef­ 
fort to put the vital material into 
the salvage bin.

Four More Merchantmen Sank By Raiders; 
Task Force Gets 2,400 Ships Across Safely

picked off four more merchantmen in the western Atlantic recently 
but they also were pictured as having "missed the boat’’ during big 
trans-Atlantic convoy operations last winter. 
After announcing the recent torpedo sinkings of three American 
cargo vessels and a small Swedish

merchantman, the navy disclosed 
that a single task force had es­ 
corted 2.400 merchant craft across 
the North Atlantic last winter with 
a loss of only eight ships. 
The four sinkings announced yes­ 
terday, together with a fifth re­ 
ported in dispatches from a Yuca­ 
tan (Mexico) port, put at 390 the 
unofficial Associated Press tabula­ 
tion of Allied and neutral wartime 
merchant vessel losses in the west­ 
ern Atlantic. 
Seventy-seven seamen were kill­ 
ed or missing and 130 rescued In 


the newly-announced attacks. 
The three U. S. victims were a 
medium-sized craft torpedoed off 
the northern coast of South Amer­ 
ica June 29. a small cargo carrier 
sunk several hundred miles off the 
U. S. east coast on an unannounced 
dat$ and another small merchant­ 
man sunk 450 miles off the east 
coast June 13. 
The Swedish ship was torpedoed 
800 miles from the northern coast 
of South America, while Yucatan 
reported the loss In the Caribbean 
July 20 of the Panamanian freight­ 
er Tach ira.
